London, March l l —A dispatch from 
Tokio, dated yesterday at 8 p. m.,

YACHT, WHOSE CAPTAIN WAS KILLED BUFFETED BY FATE 
St. Petersburg, March ll, 2:30 a. rn. 
— “ Last night all our armies com­ 
menced to retreat.” 
The greatest de­ 
feat in tile history of the Russian- 
Japanese war was made known in St. 
Petersburg lust night, but only in the 
paltry eight words from General Ku- 
ropatkin to Emperor Nicholas, which 
were dung about the streets in news­ 
paper extras and passed from mouth 
to mouth. General Kuropatkin is uo 
maker of phrases; hi» words never are 
quoted like the famous “All is lost 
save honor,” but his laconic message 
hides more than probably any other 
sentence in the literature of war. St. 
Petersburg knows nothing of the ex­ 
tent of the disaster. 


Everybody Talks of Peace. 
Every one now is discussing peace, 
which many of the staunchest advo­ 
cates of the war—bureaucrats and of­ 
ficers — now declare to be inevitable.
